The Sailor and the Ghost of Archytas. 
(Translation from Horace.) 
INTRODUCTION. 

This remarkable ode dealing with 
the Pythagorean tenets on death, re- 
birth of souls, and life after death, 
may have been suggested to Horace 
by tradition current at ‘Tarentun, 
that the Ghost of Archytas hovered 
near his unburied remains, on the 
shore of Matinum, and irivoked a sail- 
or, Who was’ passing by, to throw 
three handfuls of dust over them in 
order that his Shade might pass on to 
liades. (The absence of quotation 
marks in the dialogue in the original 
Latin has proven a stumbling-block 
to its interpretation, and has general- 
ly resulted in renderings lacking 
force, clearness, and feeling.) Pytha- 
goras proved his previous existence 
as Euphorbus (the son of Panthcus), 
a Trojan warrior, by a shield in the 
Temple of Juno at Argos (or at 
Mykene?). Subsequently, it may be 
noted, the poet Ennius claimed he was 

. the reincarnation of Pythagoras. 
Archytas, a native of Tarentun, a 
Pythagorean, was famous as a states- 
man, general, mathematician, astron- 
omer, and mechanical engineer. Hie 
was the preceptor of Plato, with whom 
he corresponded on philosophical mat- 
ters, and whom he saved from Diony- 
eius, the Tyrant. lie lived between 
475 B. C, and 3990 B. Cc. The dialogue 
also presents the meritorious service 
rendered in performing the rites of
